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Bharate ‘l'red lunivari Andolan (Trade Union Movement 
in India) a booklet by Uharani (Toswami, purports to trace 
briefly the history of the development of the Trade 
Union Movement in India from 1890 down to 1937. 

It is said that the movement was at the start a 
reaction against the exploitation and oppressions of 
capitalists and their supporters, the British Imperialism. 
The demand of the labourers for better remuneration and 
better treatment naturally led to a conflict of interests. 

The Bombay Mill Hands' Association founded in 1890, 
may be termed the first Trade Union of India. Since then 
the movement has grown in importance and has drawn 
workers of other fields, within its fold. The labourers 
soon realised that by proper organisation they could 
acquire more and more power. At first mill hands were 
content merely to protest against an oppressive measure 
or practice or appeal to the owners for the removal 
of a grievance but in later years they began to offer 
resistance by strikes. 

The capitalists have tried to crush it in various 
ways and have also tried occasionally to make use of it 
to further their own interests. But inspite of all 
opposition or clever moves to get round it,** it has been 
steadily progressing except for a temporary period after 
1918 when its leadership fell for a time into the hands 
of the bourgeois class.

Its task isn 
to say what socialists ought to do in 
the future. It has however some po- 
litical drift, which becomes * * but

< concerned to propagate it. . 

1 So the first twenty-two chapters 
I 0 f the volume concentrate upon an 
adumbration of Mr. Gandhi’s achieve- 
ments along with an analysis of the 
circumstances that obliged b 1 
have formulated a policy based on a 
peculiar principle all his own. And 
the last chapter is laden with some 
political drift’ as conceived by the 
author himself. 

It Is very often forgotten that In- 
dia, Is not Europe. This ne « lect 
differences between Europe and India 
} is responsible for situations far off 
from truism. ‘If it is remembered that 
Mr. Gandhi lives in India, it is first 
necessary to take account ofthepo- 
litlcal isolation of the country. Marx- 
ists think of the world as . a whole, 
and regard it as now involved to a 
crisis, a possible outcome of which is 
socialist revolution; and they judge 
all policies and activities in their 
relation to that possibility. 

But Mr. Gandhi’s position is obvi- 
ously different. Because he , confines 
himself to India, as part of the Indo- 
' British system. and considers no 
other international relation. In his 
view, revolution is for military rea- 
sons impossible; and on that account, 
and also because of the level of eco- 
nomic development of the country, 
socialism of the ordinary type does 
not appear a practical questlon.Hia 
policy has been devised within these 
limits, and up to the present thrir 
observance has been justifled. The 
collapse of capitalism may be likely 
or unlikely, near or remote if It 
occurs socialism may or may not 
emerge. Both events are at present 
quite Incalculable. A policy then can 
be framed In view of one prospect of 
development or the other, but hardly 
of both. But a choice must be made. 

It Is a situation in which theory and 
practice cannot unite. 

’His social and economic proposals, 
the author observes, ‘have to be un- 
derstood in relation to circumstances. 
The acceptance of soaialism requires 
an Imaginative liberation from 
sent conditions of which Mr. Gandhi 
is incapable. He usually discusses 
steps which are to be taken no ^' an 
must therefore be closely adapted to 
these conditions. He seems to aasurrfe 
for example that the Indian market 
will always remain as restricted by

The proprietors of the Euro -American bookshop have a 
reputation of being veteranspn the book-sellii^ trade. Their 
shop at ^howrin^iee is a sraalll affair; but they have a godown 
somewhere, where most of the political and pornographic books 
are stocked. As their shop was searched before, they never 
keep objectionable bookB on their open shelves. They have 
tried and reliable clients to whom they show the new arrivals. 
They have been selling publications by Victor Gollancz, 
publishers of Ix>ndon and by International Publishers of New 
York (both these publishing houses used to enjoy Soviet 
subsidies). It is also a fact that men like Dr.Bhupen Dutt 
and Boumyen Tagore are customers of this shop. Recently the 
'Euro -American' bookshop sold copies of a book entitled 
"Russia, Friend or Foe". Miss Radclyffe Hall's objectionable 
book on Lesbianism, entitled "Well of Loveliness" was also 
sold by them. 

It is rather difficult for a stray customer to get 
hold of the copies of such books from this shop. Unless the 
proprietors are thoroughly convinced of the 'bon*»-f ides ' 
of the customer, they never sell such books to him. It should 
be recalled that such clandestine methods were followed by 
proprietors of "Eastern Bookman" (now defunct), a snail book- 
shop at (xrosvenor House in 1934. But they came to grief ulti- 
mately and Aaoke Chatterjee, one of the proprietors who used 
to stock these books in a private godown, was penalised. The 
'Euro -American' bookshop has a branch named "Modern Book 
Stall" at New Market; and they have itinerant salesman can- 
vassing such books to special customers.
